My brother was feeding two calves at the

We started to halter and tie them right 
away. At first we had some trouble break- 
ing them to lead. My calf soon became 
quite gentle and I could lead her anywhere. 
About April 1 we turned them loose in 
stalls that were kept well bedded with 
straw. They were kept well curried and 
blanketed with canvas blankets all day and 
were fed each in their separate feed pans. 
I fed her three times a day about one-half 
of feed at noon. Her feed was cracked corn 
with cob, whole oats, bran, oil meal and 
barrel molasses and I gave her alfalfa hay. 
She was given water at noon and I remov- 
ed her pan after each feeding and I tried 
to keep it clean. She was turned in a dry 
lot at night where she could get water and 
hay. About a month before the Fair I start- 
ed to train her to stand for Show and she 
was very gentle at time of showing. I led 
her in a parade in front of the grand stand 
and although there were bands and autos 
around she didn’t give me any trouble. I 
was very proud of her and that she took 
first prize in a class of 23 calves and I sure 
am very proud of my lovely wrist watch 
and want to thank the association for it.

Going to the International? 

The entry books for the individual cattle, 
draft horse, sheep and swine classes at the 
International Live Stock Exposition, which 
will celebrate its twenty-fifth anniversary 
at Chicago, November 29th to December 6th, 
have been closed with all records smashed. 
According to Secretary-Manager B. , 
Heide, a total of 5105 animals have been 
entered in these classic competitions and the 
display of choice specimens of domestic live 
stock at the International the first week_in 
December will be the greatest assemblage 
ever brought together at any one time or 
place. The previous high water mark was 
several hundred entries less than the num- 
ber scheduled to appear at the quarter cen- 
tennial celebration. 

Cattle lead in the total number of entries 
with nearly twenty-one hundred nomina- 
tions, swine come second, sheep third and 
horses fourth. The largest increases are in 
the swine and sheep departments, the Berk- 
shire, Chester White, Tamworth, Shrop- 
shire, Cotswold and Dorset breeds showing 
the greatest number of new exhibits. The 
entries are in smaller groups, with many 


herds, flocks and studs making their initial 
bow at the International with consignments 
of a few outstanding animals. 

Thirty different breeds of live stock as 
well as various grades and cross-breeds are 
represented in the list of contestants. They 
come from practically every state and Ca- 
nadian Province and many were originally 
imported from Scotland, England, Belgium 
France, New Zealand and Australia. Seven 
foreign judges from three continents will 
assist in making the awards which will in- 
clude official medals issued by the United 
States Department of Agriculture under au- 
thority of a special act of Congress. Presi- 
dent Coolidge has accepted an invitation to 
be present in person at the ceremonies. 

Entries are still being accepted in the 
carload classes and Horse Show and these 
departments are not included in the above 
figures. The total number of animals in all 
divisions of the Exposition is expected to 
pass the eleven hundred mark before the 
carload entry books are closed on Novem- 
ber 22nd. Advance indications are that the 
record of 5049 samples entered in the In- 
ternational Grain and Hay Show for the 
Chicago Board of Trade $10,000 prize list 
will also be exceeded this year.

Sells Foundation Herd.

this office at this time. We are only going 
to present a portion of the letter in order 
to let readers know just how some of the 
big feeders are beginning to feel about Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle. Mr. Ren Featherston, 
of Califcrnia, advises that he is breeding 
Shorthorn cattle on his ranch; that he is 
feeding a great many Whitefaces, because 
he is able to buy them in quantities to suit 
much easier than he can gather together a 
collection of uniform reds, whites and roans. 
Nevertheless he has an itching to know 
just what could be accomplished with a feed 
lot full of the sleek, black skins, whose 
heads are round and smooth naturally, 
whose flesh is not horn-pierced and bruised 
when it goes to market, and whose carcass 
is of a quality that will bring the top mark- 
et prices. Mr. Featherston says: “I would 
like to feed a car or two of good black 
steers as an experiment if I could get them 
at about the same price as Whiteface cat- 
tle.” The fact of the matter is this feeder 
would be on the market ready to pay a 
premium for good black steers once he has 
fulfilled his desire to experiment with a 
load or two, for he will find that even at a 
premium these black steers will invariably 
turn the most dividends when sale day 
comes. He is buying “good dehorned 900 
pound two-year-olds at 6 cents a pound” in 
his home locality he says. Will someone 
please advise whether they will be willing 
to approach that price with a load in order 
that this feeder may have an opportunity to 
study for himself the advantages of Aber- 
deen-Angus steers.

Too much credit cannot be given to the 
officers of this great show for the ‘record 
made this year.

erdeen-Angus breeding herd is made up of 
not only fine cows individually but animals 
of the finest strains of breeding. He has 
Elba Ericas, Miss Burgess, Blackcaps, 
Blackbirds, Trojan Ericas, Prides of Aber- 
deen and Queen Mothers, as well as a few 
females of plainer breeding. It is his in- 
tention in regard to both the Shorthorn and 
AberdeenAngus herds to use only the best 
bulls and bulls of sufficiently fine breeding, 
so that any heifers they keep to breed on 
will be sufficiently well bred to be a real as- 
set at all times. The Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle in this section of the country seem to be 
a great curiosity. Streams of cars go 
through this country every day and a large 
number of people, when they see these black 
cattle running in the fields, do not seem to 
know whether they are cattle or beasts of 
some other species. The establishing of this 
wonderful herd by Mr. Thorne is bound to 
have a great effect in spreading the popu- 
larity of the breed. I predict, without hesi- 
tation, a great future for this wonderful 
Briarcliff Farm herd. This applies, of 
course, to the Shorthorn herd as well as the 
Aberdeen-Angus herd.

ty class, and the winners in the differ- 


ent classes were pretty well divided between 
these two herds. Other exhibitors had some 
very good cattle also but they were hardly 
in condition to compete with these two 
herds. I was greatly impressed with the 
bulls sired by Edgar of Dalmeny (import- 
ed) shown by Mr. Scripps. He made a cred- 
itable win in most of the bull classes, the 
animals being sired by Edgar. The grand 
champion bull, Square, Plumb and Level, 
was also sired by Edgar of Dalmeny. 
This bull had previously been presented to 
the Michigan Agricultural College by Mr. 
Scripps, and he has the ear-marks of being 
a real sire. The Woodcote farms won the 
majority of the female classes with animals 
sired by their Harviestoun-bred imported 
bull. I could see the marks of this sire 
whenever one of his calves came out and I 
was certainly pleased to note their type and 
quality. Michigan can boast of at least two 
of the best imported bulls brought over to 
America in recent years, and the blood of 
these animals will ultimately do their share 
in improving and developing the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed. A grandson of Edgar of Dal- 
meny was Grand Champion steer of the 
show, a Senior pure bred steer calf. This 
prize was closely competed for by a Here- 
ford Junior yearling but the Aberdeen-An- 
gus calf was of the right kind and certain- 
iy deserved the high honor. 

I was fortunate in being able to go out 
to Mr. Scripps’ farm near Orion, Mich. It 
is a most beautifully equipped farm and, in 
fact, very much like the model farms we 
read about and see pictures of but seldom 
actually see. There were gardens with won- 
derful flowers and the lawns were beauti- 
fully planned and well treed. Mr. Scripps’ 
summer residence is situated on the main 
farm and, further down the road, is a beau- 
tifully planned new house in which Sidney 
Smith, the Manager, lives. The breeding 
cows were all running out in pasture with 
beautiful grass and wonderful shade and 
running water through the pasture. They 
were in fine condition and a very select lot. 
I saw some beautiful calves in the field and 
also some real good calves in the barn where 
they were being fitted. There were very 
few bulls on hand but a lot of fine heifers 
and also some real show prospects for 
steers. I noted some of the best calves were 
out of dams by Edgar of Dalmeny and were 
sired by Mr. Scripps’ imported bull Ever- 
role of Bleaton, he sired by the fomous bull 
in Scotland, Baron Beaufield. We also in- 
spected the Belgian horses and the Guern- 
sey cattle. Mr. Scripps has been purchas- 
ing some additional land for his farm and is 
reclaiming it by the use of manure and 
sweet clover. This farm is well worth visit- 
ing by any interested breeder. I was sorry 
I was not able to get out to the Woodcote 
Farms but my time was limited. 

The next show I attended was at Salem, 
Oregon. On my way out I had the pleasure 
of stopping off at Yakima and visiting the 
herd of Messrs. Congdon & Battles. This is 
a wonderful place, situated right among the 
finest orchards in America and probably as 
fine an alfalfa producing country as a per- 
son could find. I found the Congdon-Bat- 
tles breeding cows in wonderful shape, run- 
ning on different irrigated pastures with 
as fine a grass as I have ever seen, mostly 
blue grass and clover. There are around 
400 head in this herd. The cattle run out 
most of the year on pasture and very little 
winter feeding is necessary. The result of 
this is that the young cattle grow very fast 
and make wonderful gains. There are dif- 
ferent unites on this farm, as in New York, 
with a complete set of buildings on each, al- 
though of course the buildings are con- 
structed to suit the climate out there which

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is not severe at any time. For this reason 
such extensive buildings as we see in other 
parts of the country are not necessary. Mr. 
Battles had a herd of cattle being fitted for 
Chicago International in Yakima which was 
composed of some specially fine young stuff. 
This herd being fitted at home was in addi- 
tion to the herd which he had at the State 
Fair at Salem, Oregon. 

I was most interested in going over the 
details of the management of his herd with 
Mr. Battles. It is a wonderful establish- 
ment. The cattle have an opportunity on 
this place to develop out their finest quali- 
ties, as they are given the best of care and 
every advantage. I found the cows in this 
herd, on the average, of large size and won- 
derful quality. You could pick out the 
daughters of Oakville Quiet Lad very eas- 
ily and I question whether any herd in 
America can boast of finer breeding cows 
than this with the daughters of Oakville 
Quiet Lad. The Congdon & Battles herd 
certainly has a wonderful future in store in 
having the foundation of breeding cattle 
that they have and the equipment that they 
have at Yakima. 

While in Yakima I visited the first polo 
game I have ever seen. It was attended by 
a large number of people and was most in- 
teresting. Mr. Battles has two or three 
saddle horses and he plays polo himself and 
is a very keen follower of the game. It is 
certainly a real sportsman’s game and I do 
not wonder it is so popular wherever it is 
played. 

From Yakima I went on to Salem to the 
fair. I was not judging cattle there but 
draft horses, however I looked over the beef 
cattle carefully and, although disappointed 
in the numbers that were there, the quality 
was very good. Oregon seems to be a great 
dairy State. The Jersey show was most 
marvelous. I understand the State of Ore- 
gon holds about 60 per cent of the world’s 
records for the Jersey breed. There were 
one hundred and fifty some odd Jersey 
calves in the Boys and Girls Calf club show. 
The dairy industry has been greatly devel- 
oped in these Pacific Coast States and they 
are producing now more than they consume 
in that part of the country. As a result 
some dairvmen are meeting with a market 
that is not as profitable as they were and 
are somewhat discouraged. My opinion is 
that there will be a considerable develop- 
ment in beef cattle growing in these Pacific 
Coast States in the next few years. One 
thing that interested me out there was the 
fact that in spite of the wonderful climate 
and what I would call ideal conditions. for 
growing Alfalfa, etc., I heard, on the side, 
just as much talk of hard times as you hear 
in any other part of the country. Their 
hard times are caused by different condi- 
tions but it seems that everybody has their 
troubles, no matter where thev live and no 
matter what kind of business they are in. 

Coming out on the train from Salem I 
listened to a discussion on the condition of 
the dairy industry. I find that the milk 
market around Portland has been supplied 
in such large quantities lately that the price 
is being reduced to a point where there is 
very little profit and quite a number of 
farmers producing dairy products are great- 
lv discouraged. These things no doubt will 
right themselves to some extent but after 
hearing the same story in New York State 
and in different parts of the country I am 
more confident than ever that the beef in- 
dustry will be due for a revival in a very 
short time. A large number of people who 
rushed out of beef cattle at a low price in- 
to dairy cattle at a high price will be drift- 
ing back and will become interested in beef 
cattle again.
